thank the President and his faithful and 
enlightened supporters in Congress, wno, 

through every clamor and opposition of 
faction, passed the necessary Icglsiative 
provisions on the subject. 

In the President’s Message to Con- 
gre.ss, giving his reasons for his veto on 
the Bank charter, we have a state paper 
of the most conclusive character. We 
are willing that it shall stand as the ar- 
gument of the republican party on that 
subject. It points out clearly the ob- 
jections against the institution, and the 
necessity of permitting it quietly to go 
out of existence. 

Such was not however the design of 
the Bank.

The act was 
done after mature deliberation, by or- 
ders from the Executive, the responsi- 
bility of which he took upon himself; 
and was in accordance with power, ex- 
pressly reserved and vested by the char- 
ter. Yet it was made the pretext by dis- 
appointed aspirants to office, for such a 
course of personal abuse, of terrific proph- 
ecies, followed bv united efforts to make 
them true, — of heartless disregard of pub- 
lic credit and public happiness, as can 
never be excused, and we trust will nev- 
er -he parallelled. Thai public credit 
was not loliillv dcstroved, and ad the 
horrors of universal hankrnptcy hrouglit 
upon the nation, is jnstlv allrihiitahle to 
the firmness of the republican party, and 
that broad basis for the general prosper- 
ity of the counirv, which had been laid 
by a long series of wise niea.sures of the 
Executive, aided by congress, ''riiose 
measures, in, mediately after the disper- 
.«lon of the conspirators against public 
credit, produced the most universal pros- 
perity, which is not even yet, arrived at 
its zenith, that this country has ever wil- 
iies.ced. A prosperity which gladdens 
all coiinlenances except theirs, who 
strove so vigorously to prevent it. 

TYe will not detain yon further upon 
this interesting subject, than to remark, 
that in free Democratic Governments, 
monied power is the most dangerous, be- 
cause ofils secret influence, « hich ope 
.rating upon the vilest passions, often se- 
jdiices noisy and popular patriots; men 
whose ta'ents and profession of love of 
country, give them weight with the sim- 
ple and honest part of the community, 
who believe others to be ns incnple of de- 
ception as themselves; and never dream 
that the unha lowed fires of a corrupt 
ambition, ofan insatiate avarice, and a 
heartless disregard of the public good, 
can exist beneath such fair exteriors. 
The public have witnessed strange and 
almost unaccountable changes in the his- 
tory of onr National Legislation. The 
events which have lately transpired in 
the Senate of Pennsylvania ofl’ers an 
alarming solution to the public mind ! 

The great subject of internul improve- 
ment, which has been used by so many 
aspirants lo office, lo supply a lack of na- 
tive merit, has also received from Presi- 
dent Jackson , “a form and consistency” 
from which we trust it will never depart. 
His veto upon the MavsviJe road bill, 
furnishes the chart by which future pa- 
triots and statesmen may safely guide 
their course. Resolved neither to per- 
mit a just authority to he snatched from 
him, nor to grasp powers even when ten- 
dered to his acceptance, not constitution- 
ally his, the President has drawn the 
true line of division between Federal 
and State authority. lYhilst maintain- 
ing for the General Government, all its 
legitimate power, he has resolutely se- 
cured to the States respectively , all their 
retained rights. As if she were born to 
disprove the predictions of his enemies, 
his Maysville road veto, which it was 
dedicted by high authority, would prove 
a crushing weight upon internal improve- 
ment, has been the precursor of more gi- 
ant-like exertions of the several States 
in that great cause, than America or the 
world ever saw. Rail Roads Canals and 
Turnpikes are constructed with a speed 
and facility, which almost realize the fic- 
tions of fancy; and that too exclusively, 
by the resources of the Slates. 

The vexed question also, of a tariff for 
the protection of domestic industry, that 
vigorous but broken down hobby, has 



been at last by conuiion consent, placed 
upon a “judicious” basis, and the months 
ol its radical triends and ultra enemies 
alike ch(sed upon the subject. The Pres- 
ident, whose unclouded and vigorous in- 
|telleci, saw from the conniiencement of 
Jliis civil career, the princip.es and mo- 
|tives of his opponents, as well as the true 
I interests of the country, fearlessly assum- 
jed the middle ground, upon which they 
have at last been compelled to halt, xvhen 
public opinion would no longer support 
the extremes of either party.

E very Farmer, perhaps, has some ground 
too rich for most vegetables. 'I'his is the 
very best kind for growing the common small 
Hack mustard. A dung hill, if v\elt rotted, is 
n»t loo rich. It grows well where old tuiilJings 
have stood. A quarter half ait acre of this sort 
of ground would be well worth cultivating. 'I'liis 
miith, the feeblest families, perhaps, could do. 
It W'jiild probably, from the experiments I have 
mad«, produce at the rate of thirty or forty bush- 
els ai. acre. It should he sown as early in the 
•pringas the ground can be worked, and when 
ripe, rteped and laid in hands, and two or three 
day’s snn will dry it sufficiently for thr>)shiiig. — 
This should be dune on a sheet laid on some 
plank or on a thick sod of grass. Care must be 
taken to sift the trash out before it is put into the 
wind, or it will carry the seed away. When well 
cleaned and tiried, it will meet with ready sale at

Could these 
blocumeiits have been within the knowl- 
edge of his Britannic Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, the President does not doubt that 
It would hftvc been fully satisfied that 
the dispo.sition of the United .Slates, not- 
wiihslunding their well grounded and se 
rious cau.se of complaint against France, 
lo restore friendly relations and cultivate 
a good nnderslaiiding with the Govern- 
ment of that country, was undiininishcd, 
and that all had already been done, on 
their p.irl, that could in reason be ex- 
pected of them, lo secure that result. — 
I'he first of these documents, although it 
gave such a history of the origin and pro- 
gress of the claims of the United Stales, 
and of the proceedings of France before 
and since the treaty of 1831, as to vin- 
dicate the statements and recommenda- 
tions of Ihe message of the first of De- 
cember, lS3t, yet expressly disclaimed 
the ofl’ensivc interpretation put upon it 
by the Governmentof France; and while 
it insisted on the acknowledged rights of 
the United Slates, and maintained the 
honor and independence of the .Ameri- 
can Government, evinced an anxious de- 
sire toduall that consututional duty and 
strict justice would pcr.uit, to remove 
every cause «f irritation and excitement. 
ITIie ppccial message of Ihe 15th Jan 
itary last, bejng called for by the extraor- 
di lary and inadmissible demands of the 
Government of France, as defined in the 
iist oflicial commnnicati'ins at Paris, and 
by the ConlitUied reliisal of France to ex- 
ecute it treaty, from the faithful perform- 
ance of which bv the United Slates it 
was tranquilly enjoying important ad- 
vantages, it became the duly of the Pre- 
sitjeiu to recommend such measures as 
might be adapted to the exigencies of the 
occasion. Unwilling to believe that a 
nation distinguished for honor and intel- 
ligence could have determined perma- 
nently to maintain a ground so indefen- 
sible, and anxious still to leave open the 
door of reconciliation, the President con- 
tented hinyself with proposing lo Con- 
gress, the mildest of the remedies given 
by the law and practice of nations; in 
connection with such propositions for de- 
fence as were evidently required by the 
coiidiiion of the United States, and the 
aililude assumed by France. In all these 
loceedings, as well as in every stage of 
these dilficiillies with Fr.ince, it is confi- 
dently believed tbat the coiir.-e of the 
Uoilcd Slates, when duly considered by 
Ollier Governments and the world, will 
he found lo have been marked, not onlv 
by a pacific disposition, but by a spirit of 
forbearance and conciliation. 

Fora further illustration of this point, 
as well for the purpose of presenting a 
lucid view of the whole subject, the un- 
dersigned lias the honor lo transmit to 
Mr. Bankhead, copies of all that part of 
the message of December 7tli, 1835, 
which relates to it, and of the correspon- 
dence referred to therein; and also co- 
pies of the message and accompanying 
documents of the 15th of January, 1836; 
and of another message of the 18lh of 
the same month, transmitting a report of 
the Secretary' of Stale, and certain doc- 
imienis cohn'ected with the subject. 

These papers, while they bringdown 
the history Af the misunderslamling be- 
tween the United Siivles and Franco lo 
the pieseiif tkre, will also remove an 
erroneous impression which appears to 
be eiilerlained by his Briiannic Majes- 
tv’s (ioveriinient. It is suggested in 
Mr. Bankhead’s note that there is no 
(|tieslion of national interest at issue be- 
tween France and the United Slates ; and 
that there is no demand of justice made 
by the one p.H'ty and denied by the oth 
er. This suggestion appears to be found- 
ed on the facts, llial the claims of the U- 
nited Statea have admitted by a treaty 
jconcluded between the two Govern- 
! mcnls, and that the money due by France 
has been provided by the Chambers, and 
[placed at the disposal of the h'rench 
lis Bri- 1 Government for the purpose of being 
paid to the United States. But it is lo be 
observed, that the payment of the money 
thus appropriated, is refused bv the 
French Government, unless the United 
Stales will first comply with a condition 
not contained in the treaty, and not as 
sented to by them. 'I’liis refusal to make 
payment, is in the view of the United 
Slates, a denial of justice; and has not 
only been accompanied by acts and lan- 
guage of wliicli. they have great reason 
to complain, but the delay of payment is

Whatever may be the responsi- 
ility of those nations whose Executives 
possess the power of declaring war, and 
of adopting other coercive remedies 
without the invention of the legislative 
deparinieni, for the language held by the 
Executive in addressing that department, 
it is obvious that under the constitution 
of the United States, which gives to the 
Executive no such powers, bnt vests 
them exclusively in the legislature, 
while at the same lime it imposes on Ihe 
Executive the duty of laying before the 
legislature the state of the nation, with 
such recommendations as he may deem 
proper, n<i such responsibility can be ad- 
mitted without impairing that freedom of 
intercomniiinicalion which is essential to 
the systt-m, and without surrendering in 
this important particular, the right of self 
government. In accordance with this 
view of the federal constitution, it has 
been the (iraciice tinder it. The state- 
ments und recommendations of the Pre 
siilent to Congress arc regarded by this 
Government as a part of the purelv do- 
mestic consultations held by its different 
departmenf.a, cansiillalions in which noth- 
ing is addressed lo foreign powers, and 
in which they cannot be permitted to in- 
terfere, and for which, until consummat- 
ed and carried out hy acts emanating 
from the proper constitutional organs, 
the nation is not responsible and the 
Government not liable to account to other 
Stales. 

It will he seen from the accompany- 
ing correspondence, that when the con- 
dition referred to was first proposed in 
the Chamber of Deputies, the insuper- 
able objections to it were fully commu- 
nicated by the .American minister at 
Paris, to the Frencb Government; and 
that he distinctly informed it, that the 
condition, if prescribed, could never be 
complied with. The views expressed 
by him were approved by the President, 
and have been since twice asserted end 
enforced by him in his message to Con- 
gres.a, in terms proportioned, in their ex- 
plicitness and solemnity, to the convic- 
tion he entertains of the importance and 
inviolability uf the principle involved. 

The United States cannot yield this 
principle, nor can they do, or consent to 
any measure, bv which its influence in 
the action of their political system can 
be obstructed or diminished. Under 
these circumstances, the President feels 
that he may rely on the intellige ncc and 
liberality of his Briiannic Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, for a correct estimation of the 
imperative obligations which leave him 
no power to subject this point to the con- 
trol of any foreign slate, whatever may 
be his confidence in its justice and im- 
partiality — a confidence which he has 
taken pleasure in instructing the under 
signed to state is fully reposed by him 
in the Government of his Britannic Ma- 
jesty. 

So great, however, i^the desire of the 
President for the restoration of a good un- 
derstanding with the Government of 
France, provided it can be effected on 
terms compatible with the honor and in- 
dependence of the’ United States; that 
if alter the frank avowal ofhis sentiments 
upon the point last refered to, and the ex- [ 
plicit reservation of that point, the Gov-| 
ernment ofhis Britanic Majesty shall be- 
ieve that its mediation can be useful in, 
adjusting the differences which exist be-| 
tween the two countries, and in restoring: 
all their relations lo a friendly footing, j 
he insiriicis the undersigned to inform^ 
.Mr. Bankhead, that in such case, the of- 
fer of mediation made in his note, is 
cheerfully accepted. 

Influenced by these motives, the Pre- 
sident will cordially cooperate sofaras 
his constitutional powers may enable 
bill), in such steps us may be requisite, 
on the part of the United States, to give 
effect to the proposed mediation. He| 
trusts that no unnecessary delay will be 
allowed to occur, and instructs the under - 1 
signed to request, that the earliest infor- 
mation of the measures taken by Great 
Britain, and of their result, may be com- 
municated to this Government. ]

That a special term ol tha 
Court of Appeals, for the Territory of Florida, 
shall be hulden at 'I'allahassee, the seat of Govern* 
meni of said 'I’ei ritory, on the first Monday in 
May nrxt, and all appeals, writsofeiror, molions, 
and suits, depending or returnable to the last Jan- 
uary term, shall be heard and derided at the spe- 
cial lenn hciein appointee!, in the same manner 
as they might liave been under the existing lawe 
if the January term had been holden according lo 
law. 

Sec. 2. Jind be it further cnaciedn That when 
by the death, sickness, or inability to attend, of 
any of the judges, or for any other cause, the regu- 
lar terms of .said court shall not be holden, it shall 
a ml may be law’ful for (he judges thereof to appoint 
a special term. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted^ I'hat the comi- 
ty of Franklin, in the Territory of Floiida, shall 
be adder! lo, and form a part of the ntiddle judicial 
district of said Territory, and it shall be the duly 
of the judge of said middle district lo hold two re- 
gular leimsof the Superior Court, at the town of 
Apalachicola, commencing on tha second .Mon- 
day of April and November, and special terms at 
such other periods, as may be required by business 
and not interfere with the business of said court 
in other counties . 

Sec. 4. Beit further enacted^ That tliere shall 
only be one term of the Superior Court holden for 
(he counties of Madison and llainilion , in each 
year.
